The case in which the United 
States Supreme Court rendered a de- 
cision on Monday, that is of special 
interest to drummers, arose out of 
the following facts: One Sabine 
Robbins was engaged in Memphis, 
Tennessee, soliciting orders for sta- 
tionery for a stationery firm, and 
in exhibiting his samples for the 
purpose of effecting sales. The 
State law aplicable to it was one 
subjecting drummers and all per- 
sons not having a regular licensed 
house of business in the district, of- 
fering or selling goods by sample, 
toa tax of $10 a week ora duty of 
$5 a month. Robbins, who was 
unlicensed, was arrested, tried, con- 
victed and fined. On appeal the 
judgment was affirmed. The case 
was taken to the Supreme Court on 
awrit of error, upon the ground 
that the law imposing the 
tax is repugnant to ._—ictthat 
clause of the Constitution of 
the United States which declares 

hat Congress shall have power to 
regulate commerce among the sev- 
eral States. The principal question 
involved was as to the constitution- 
ality of the Act which imposed the 
tax. In a long and carefully pre- 
pared opinion by: Justice Bradley, 
the Court holds, first, that the Con- 
stitution gives to Comgress the 
power to regulate commerce among 
the States, and that that power is 
necessarily exclusive, whether the 
subjects of it are nationalin their 
character or admit only a uniform 
system, plan, or regulation; second, 
where the power of Congress to reg- 
ulate is exclusive, its failure to act 
indicates its will that subjects shall 
be left free from any restrictions, 
impositions, and apy regulations 
by a State except in matters of 
local concern only is repugnant to 
such freedom; third, the only way 
in which commerce between the 
States can be legitimately affected 
by State laws is when, by vir- 
tue of its police power and 
its jurisdiction over persons 
and property within its limits, a 
State provides for the security of 
life, limb, health, comfort and prop- 
erty when it does these things 
which may incidentally affect com- 
merce, but in making such internal 
regulations a State caunot impose 
taxes upon persons passing through 
or coming in merely for a tempo- 
rary purpose, bor upon property 
imported, and not yet become part 
of common mass, and no discrimi- 
nation can be made by any such 
regulation adversely to persons or 
property cf other States, and no 
regulation can be made directly 
affecting interstate commerce, 

The Chief Justice and Justices 
Field and Gray dissent, on the 
ground that the law in question is 
applicable to drummers coming 
into Shelby county district from 
other parts of Tennessee, as well as 
those from other Siates, and to re- 
lieve the latter from the taxation 
imposed on the former would be 
discrimination against the citizens 
of that State.

President Cleveland was certainly 
treated to an indignity the other 
day such as was never before delib- 
erately shown a Chief Magistrate 
of the nation. A serenade was de- 
vised for him on the occasion of his 
appointment of an imported negro 
to the lucrative position of Register 
of Deeds of the District of Colum- 
bia. The band played ‘‘There’s a 
New Coon in Town” in front of the 
White House for halfan hour, Ip 
fact, the musicians only stopped 
from sheer exhaustion. The dem- 
onstration, it is said, was partici- 
pated in by many of the 50,000 

“negroes in the District of Columbia, 
among whom are hundreds just as 
well fitted for the appointment as 
Mr. Trotter. Mr. Cleveland is

The prevailing belief is 
that a settlement of the telegraph war 
will be one of the results of the Jersey 
Central, Reading, Baltimore & Ohio 
and Richmond Termiaal combination. 
It is acknowledged that the Baltimore 
& Ohio would like to part with its tel- 
egraph property, which, in the present 
state of war, is unprofitable. 


Swindled Bostonians. 
Boston, March 9. 
Wm. C. Hickman, originally of 
Philadelphia, but lately of Boston,has 
joined the American colony in Canada, 


after having, itis alleged, swindled a 
number of Boston capitalists out of 
between $30,000 and $40,008. Hick- 
man claimed to have a formula for the 
manufacturing ofan article he valled 
sugarine, out of common starch. The 
sugarine was to take the place of or- 
dinary sugar, to which it was equal in 
all respects. According to Hickman’« 
story, sugarine could be meade for 1% 
centsa pound and sold readily for 5'< 
cents. Several capitalists became in- 
terested and furnished considerable 
sums of money which, it is said, Hick- 
man perverted to hisown use. When 
he found that he could no longer 
blindfold bis dupes,he left this city for 
Montreal, where he is now. Hickman 
is said to be very well conaected in 
Philadelphia

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INTERSTATE COMMERCE. 


HOW THE LAW WILL AFFECT 
WESTERN NEVADA. 

An interview With D. A. Bender. 

General Passenger and Freight 

Agent of the Virginia & Truckee 


and Carson & Colerade RKail- 
road Companies. 


A GAZETTE reporter yesterday 
interviewed D. A. Render, General 
Freight and Passenger Agent of 
the Virginia & Truckee and Carson 
& Colorado Railroad Companies, 
concerning the effects of the Inter- 
state Commerce law, which will be 
in force on the 5th of April next, as 
follows: 

Reporter—Do you believe that 


Nevada, generally, as to the good 
results to come from the operation 
of the Interstate gOommerce law, 
will be realized; or, in other words, 
will the State be substantially ben- 
efited thereby? 

Mr. Bender—No; I hardly think 
our people, particularly those who 
have direct dealings with the rail- 


road—that is, the shippers and con- 
signers, will be as well satisfied as 
they are now with existing rates 
and methods. Il don’t Know as it 
will make as much difference with 
the towns along the line of the 
overland railroad, as it will with 
points on the line of our local con- 
necting roads and adjacent districts, 
which, on account of greater dis- 
tance and the additional expense of 
team haul to and from the railroad, 
have enjoyed through special rates 
to and from Sacramento and San 
Francisco, etc., ant which they 
will cease to have after April 5th. 
In this case the effect of the law 
will be injurious to local interests. 
lo illustrate: We have now in 
foree with the Central Pacific, spe- 
cial rates on ore, base metals, 
grain, salt, sola, marble, wool, 
hides, potatoes, etc., from points 
on our road to Sacramento 
and San Francisco; also, such 
rates on certain articles from 
those points to points on our 
roads — inter-s‘ate traffic. These 
rates, per notice that 1 bave already 
received from the General Freight 
Agent of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, will be withdrawn onthe date 
named, so that hereafter the articles I 
have mentioned wil! be billed at the 
respective local rates of the several 
roads, the sum of which makes higher 
rates than through rates now in force. 
Take, for instance, potatoes, of which 
we hauled during the year 1886 over 
the Virginia & Truckee, 137 car-loads 
that were loa ed at Wabuska, Dayton, 
Carson, Washoe, etc., and billed to 
Sacramento and San Francisco. A 
eneral rate of 30 cents per 100 pounds 
sin force on this article from all the 
shipping points I bave named, as it is 
from Reno and other poiuts on the 
Central Pacific, the object being, you 
see, to givea rancher at Dayton the 
same transportation rate to market as 
the rancher at Lovelock or Reno has 
an even chance allaround. Now, it is 
plain that ifthe Central Pacific charges 
and collects a rate of 30 cents per 100 
pounds on spuds from Renoto San 
Francisco, it cannot collect for its pro- 
portion 30 cents on shipments from 
Dayton to San Francisco,as that would 
leave nothing for the Virginia & 
Truckee and the Carson & Colorado 
roads. As I understand Section 2 of 
the law, the charges mast be the 
samme for like and contemporaneous 
service. This must be the view 
of Southern Pacific officiais. Otber- 
wise, the order cancelling the existing 
special rates would oot have been 
sentme. I have always been a zeal- 
ous advocate of low rates on the pro- 
ductions of our State toa market out- 
side of the State, whenever such rates 
created traffic, that is business gener- 
ally. Therefore, | am sorry to seeany 
law in force which will interfere there- 
with. It certainly retards the deVelop- 
ment of our industries generally. 
W hat I have said about potatoes applies 
with equal force to ore and base metal, 
the through rates on which must be in- 
creased when the Central Paciticapply 
local tariff rates on all shipments they 
receive at Reno. Thisaction, however, 
will not injure your reduction works 
bere. 

Reporter—Do you think the law will 
bring a reduction in overland freight 
charges to Reno? 

Mr. Bender—Probably on some few 
articles, yes. But on most articles we 
consume and use [ think no. Should 
the Union Pacific Railway Company 
interpret Section 2 ot this lawas I have 
outlined, and demand and collect ffom 
the Southera Pacific the same rates at 
Ogden on shipments consigned to 
Sacramento, Reno, etc., as they de- 
mand and collect on like shipments 
consigned to Ogden, Salt Lake City, 
etc., you can readily see that an in- 
crease 1n through overland rates will 
be the result. In other words, the 
through overland rates will be the sum 
of the local rates of the respective roads 
Sans in the haul. Should, 

owever, the Commissioners place a 
different interpretation on this section,
